X am informed that H. ft. 1*70, a hill la \ fte Act 

of August 14. 1910 relating la the suspension a f TTurlijcnat of 
clvUiaa personae! af the United States In the internal af national 
security, in presently before year Committee. 

While X am fully eym pathetic te the aims of this Mil, j 
am concerned that if enacted in its present farm it would limit 
the authority previously granted to me by the Congress in 
section 102(e) of the National Security Act of 1947. aa amended 
(Public Lav 40-255)? jJThis section provides that the Director 
of Central Intelligence may, ia hie discretion, terminate the 
employment of any officer er employee of the Agency whenever 
he shall deem such tsrmiaation necessary er advisable in the 
inter ssts of the United Slates. Experience has demonstrated that 
such termination authority ia absolutsly necessary to mgst the 
specific requirements of tho Control Intelligence Agency?) 1, 
therefore, believe provision should he made ia M. ft. 1S70 
to preserve the aetherity granted me by tbe National Secmrlty 
Act end suggest that language should bs addsd to suction 2 of 
the proposed bill, which already mahea exception for the Atomic 
Energy Commission, so that the section would read aa follows: 

Section 2. Nothing con mined ia tMs Act shall 
impair the powers vested In (n) the Atomic Energy 
Commission by tho Atomio Energy Act of 1944 or 
the requirements of section 141 of such Act that 
adequate prevision bo mado for administrative 
review of aay determiaatftm to dismiss nay employee 
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of such Commission, or (V) the Dimtor of Central 
Intelligence by section 101(e) of the Motional Socnrity 
Act of 1947* t« amended.
